SJC  Opens  Calumet  Extension; 


New  President 


Father  Martin  Named  Director 


St.  Joseph’s  College  will  initiate  a  Calumet  area  extension 
division  in  Hammond  this  September  for  both  adult  and  college-age 
students,  the  Very  Rev.  Raphael  H.  Gross,  president  of  St.  Joseph’s 
has  announced. 

Father  Gross  stated  that  in  this 
venture  he  has  received  the  whole¬ 
hearted  approval  and  encourage¬ 
ment  of  Mayors  Vernon  C.  Ander¬ 
son  of  Hammond,  Eugene  H. 

Swartz  of  Gary,  Frank  J.  Migas 
of  East  Chicago,  and  Andrew  S. 

Kovacik  of  Whiting. 

To  be  known  as  the  Calumet 
Center,  the  extension  will  be 
housed  in  the  new  wing  of  Bishop 
Noll  high  school,  1435  Hoffman 
street,  and  will  have  as  its  director 
the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Martin,  Ed.  D., 
associate  professor  of  education  at 
St.  Joseph’s. 

Arrangements  for  the  use  of 
class  rooms  and  library  facilities 
were  completed  last  week  with  the 
Rev.  Alfred  J.  Junk,  principal  of 
Bishop  Noll  high  school,  Father 
Martin  said.

Open  to  Non-Catholics 
The  extension  will  be  open  to  all, 
Catholic  and  non-Catholic,  men 
and  women.  Father  Martin  added 
that  only  extension  students  under 
21  years  of  age  will  be  required  to 
show  proof  of  high  school  gradua¬ 
tion. 

Courses  will  be  arranged  on  the 
semester  system  with  classes  held 
on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings. 
Classes  scheduled  for  Thursday  will 
begin  September  13;  Tuesday 
classes  will  start  September  18. 
Each  course  will  meet  once  weekly 
from  7:15  to  9:45. 

11  Courses  of  Study 
As  envisioned  at  present  the 
Calumet  Center  curriculum  for  the 
fall  semester  will  consist  of  11 
courses:  Christian  Marriage  and 
the  Family;  General  Classes  of 
World  Literature;  Fundamentals 
of  Speech;  Cultural  Anthropology; 
Man  and  Mankind — Past  and  Pre¬ 
sent  (an  introduction  to  the  social 
sciences) ;  Understanding  the  Great 
Musical  Masterpieces;  Medieval 
Background  of  Present  Day  Eu¬ 
rope;  Constructive  Accounting; 
Salesmanship;  and  Beginning 
Shorthand. 

Credits  earned  at  the  Center 
will  be  recognized  by  St.  Joseph’s 
the  same  as  credits  earned  on  the 
campus,  Father  Martin  stated,  and 
they  may  be  applied  toward  a  de¬ 
gree.  Except  shorthand,  each  of  the 
courses  passed  successfully  merits

evening,  June  17. 

Elected  to  serve  as  president  of 
the  Association  is  A.  Lincoln  Pio¬ 
trowski,  ’43,  of  Chicago.  Bernard 
F.  Sutton,  ’35,  of  Huntington,  Ind., 
was  named  1st  vice-president,  and 
Fred  J.  Thieme,  ’15,  of  Lafayette, 
Ind.,  2nd  vice-president.  Four 
alumni  were  chosen  as  members  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  for  a  term 
of  three  years.

About  100  old  grads  returned  to

The  Very  Rev.  Raphael  H.  Gross,  assistant  professor  of  English 
here,  assumed  the  office  of  president  of  St.  Joseph  s  on  July  1, 
succeeding  Father  Alfred  Zanolar,  who  retired  from  office  after

Father  Gross  was  ordained  in 
1938  and  was  engaged  in  parochial 
work  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  for  two 
years  before  his  assignment  to 
St.  Joseph’s  in  1940.  He  earned 
his  Master  of  Arts  degree  at  the 
University  of  Michigan  in  1941, 
and  then  taught  here  for  six 
years.  For  two  and  a  half  years 
he  did  graduate  work  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  or  Montreal,  Canada  pur¬ 
suant  to  a  doctorate  in  English, 
and  returned  to  Collegeville  at 
the  beginning  of  the  last  semester. 

“A  Century  of  the  Catholic 
Essay,”  edited  by  Father  Gross 
was  published  in  1946,  and  has 
enjoyed  a  wide  circulation.  He 
has  also  contributed  to  a  number 
of  literary  journals. 

Father  Zanolar  Assigned 

Father  Zanolar,  who  now  be¬ 
comes  Master  of  Novices  at  St. 
Mary’s  Novitiate,  Burkettsville, 
Ohio,  where  he  will  be  charged 
with  the  spiritual  formation  of 
students  preparing  for  the  priest¬ 
hood  in  the  Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood  and  of  young  men  aspiring 
to  the  brotherhood  in  the  Society, 
has  taught  at  St.  Joseph’s  since 
1936.  Before  his  appointment  to 
the  presidency  of  the  college,  he 
taught  mathematics  and  physics, 
and  served  for  a  short  time  as 
assistant  registrar.  During  his 
tenure  as  president,  St.  Josephs 
was  accredited  by  the  North  Cen¬ 
tral  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools.

Scholarships  Get 
Boost  in  Detroit 


Thirty  alumni  (25  percent  of  the 
total  membership)  of  the  Greater- 
Detroit  Chapter  and  20  members 
of  the  Seminary  Mothers’  Club  of 
Detroit  combined  their  efforts  on 
June  14  to  stage  their  first  annual 
Card  Party  Benefit  for  the  Chap¬ 
ter’s  Scholarship  Fund. 

Father  Joseph  Hiller,  of  St. 
Joseph’s  faculty,  was  guest  of 
honor,  and  spoke  on  the  need  of 
alumni  and  parochial  support  of 
scholarship  foundations.  Over  400 
persons  from  seven  Detroit  par¬ 
ishes  heard  Father  Hiller’s  plea 
for  increased  popular  support  for 
Catholic,  specifically  St.  Joseph’s 
College,  education. 

According  to  plans  slowly  being 
formulated  by  the  Greater-Detroit 
Chapter,  the  alumni,  through  their 
foundation  will  support  young  men 
during  their  college  years,  if  they 
fulfill  certain  qualifications.  These 
include  1)  a  high  academic  rating 
from  parochial  high  schools  of  the 
Detroit  area;  2)  definite  plans  re- 

arding  their  college  career  (at 
St.  Joseph’s);  3)  definite  financial 
needs.  There  are  no  competitive 
examinations  contemplated.  A 
standard  evaluation  for  the  above 
qualifications  has  been  worked  out 
with  the  School  Office  of  the  Arch 
diocese  of  Detroit  by  means  of 
which  a  committee  of  Detroit  al¬ 
umni,  with  the  consultation  of 
their  chaplain,  can  determine  those 
who  merit  the  funds. 

The  first  annual  benefit  has  net¬ 
ted  close  to  $600.00,  sufficient,  it 
seems,  to  establish  two  partial 
scholarships  to  St.  Joseph’s  al¬ 
ready  this  year.  Seven  candidates 
have  already  presented  themselves 
as  possible  beneficiaries  of  the 
funds. 
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Information  of  alumni  in  the 
services  has  been  sent  to  the 
Alumni  Office  by  relatives  of  the 
men,  and  in  some  instances  by 
alumni  themselves.

The  summer  months  at  College¬ 
ville  have  been  teeming  with 
activity.  First  on  the  list  of  events 
was  the  annual  retreat  of  the 
clergy  of  diocese  of  Lafayette, 
which  began  on  June  11  and 
continued  until  the  15th.  Held 
simultaneously  with  this  retreat 
was  another  for  the  Christian 
Brothers  of  Ireland  who  teach  at 
Leo  High  School,  Chicago,  which 
concluded  on  June  20.

One  hundred  and  twenty  high 
school  seniors,  representing  42 
high  schools  in  Illinois,  Indiana, 
Michigan,  and  Ohio,  competed  for 
16  scholarship  awards  offered  by 
St.  Joseph’s  at  ten  different  test¬ 
ing  centers  on  Apr.  21  and  28,  and 
May  5  and  12.

three  semester  hours  of  credit  for 
the  student.  Shorthand  carries  no 
academic  college  credit. 

Calumet  Center’s  faculty  will 
consist  of  lay  and  clerical  mem¬ 
bers  of  St.  Joseph’s  campus  staff 
in  addition  to  qualified  personnel 
from  the  Calumet  area. 

Impetus  for  the  Center  was  pro¬ 
vided  several  years  ago  when  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  clergy  and  laity  in 
Lake  County  expressed  a  desire 
for  educational  opportunities  on 
the  collegiate  and  adult  levels. 
Father  Martin  added  that  a  fac¬ 
ulty  committee  has  been  studying 
the  possibilities  of  an  extension  in 
Lake  County  for  over  a  year. 

The  director  indicated  that  more 
courses  will  be  offered  in  time  if 
there  is  a  demand  for  them.  He 
said  that  future  plans  include  the 
designing  of  curricula  to  permit 
degree-seeking  students  to  fulfill 
their  general  education  require¬ 
ments  before  completing  special¬ 
ized  courses  on  the  campus.  Nor¬ 
mal  general  education  require¬ 
ments  are  equivalent  to  approx¬ 
imately  the  first  two  years  of 
college.

Chicago  Bears’  Coach 
Speaker  at  Banquet 

Principal  speaker  at  the  annual 
Athletic  Banquet,  was  John 
L.  “Paddy”  Driscoll,  famed  Back- 
field  Coach  of  the  Chicago  Bears, 
former  collegiate  and  professional 
star  in  his  own  right,  and  father 
of  St.  Joe  Freshman,  John  Driscoll, 
Jr. 

Paddy  has  been  in  his  present 
position  with  the  Bears  since  1941, 
and  previous  to  that  held  the  job 
of  head  coach  at  Marquette  Uni¬ 
versity. 

Starred  with  Four  Teams 

He  began  his  career  as  a  back- 
field  luminary  at  Northwestern 
University,  and  subsequently  went 
on  to  play  alongside  George  Halas 
on  the  championship  Great  Lakes 
aggregation  of  1918.  His  Pro  days 
were  begun  in  1920  with  the 
Chicago  Cardinals,  with  whom  he 
played  six  seasons,  including  two 
as  player-coach.  He  then  moved 
up  to  the  North  Side  of  Chicago  to 
rejoin  Halas  and  the  Bears  for 
two  more  seasons.  Driscoll  retired 
from  active  play  at  the  end  of  the 
1928  campaign,  recognized  as  one 
of  the  greatest  stars  in  football 
annals,  and  ranked  by  some  as  an 
all-time  All-American.
